Grand Jury Demands That 
Influence of Captain Tom 
Donaldson and His Broth- 
er, Si Donaldson, Be Elim- 
inated at Once From Coun- 
ty Affairs — Recommend 
Warden to Care for Pris- 
oners. 


[Twelfth-hour developments, follow- 
ing the scorching presentment of the 
grand jury, handed down .Monday, are 
to the effect that, unless the county 
commissioners, who the grand jury 
practically holds responsible fora state 
of affairs in the convict camps which 
makes “Russian torture look invit- 
ingly pleasant,” put into effect at once 
certain recommended reformatory 
measures im the matter of handling 
county prisoners, the commissioners 
will be indicted. 

This fact wae made apparent after 
the grand jury had presented its re- 
markable and all but unparalleled re- 
port to Judge Ben Hill, in the criminal] 
division of the superior court, Monday 
noon. 

The possibility of an indictment of 
the county commisstoners was gleaned 
in a close analysis of the report, which 


said: 

“It is claimed that the neeisshénda- 
tion of successive grand juries amount- 
ed to nothing more than fruitiess ef- 
forts of men vested with brief atithor- 
ity. With the futility of the averare 
presentment in view, we.desire, . “while 
wé are still Serving, to° Call your’ at- 
tention to certain niatters in connec- 
tion with the contro! of convicts in the 
care of. Fulton county.” — 


Drastic Measures ‘Threatened. 

Shrewd attorneys see in that state- 
ment the broad hint that unless reme- 
dial easures are applied at once to 
the RA convict camp situation, 
more Wrastic action will follow on the 
part Of the grand jury. 

Summarized, the grand jury present- 
ment, which was all but forecast in 
detail in The Constitution of Monday 
morning, sets forth: 

That punishment inflicted on con- 
viets in the camps of Fulton county 
‘is unhuman and cruel. 

That after careful consideration, the 
crand jury has only presented cold 
facts not colored statements, for the 
consideration of the court. 

That the grand jury believes that 
certain punishments are necessary in 
the matter of handling recalcitrant 
prisoners, but that the manner of pres- 
ent punishment must be curbed, if not 
obliterated. 

That the county is dealing with its 
prisoners under its care in an antl- 
quated and unbusinesslike manner. 

That. the grand jury believes that 
the county commissioners’ board should 
have a closer supervision of the care 
of convicts under its direction. 

That the grand jury recommends 
that a warden be appointed by the 
county whose sole duty it would be 

take care of prisoners. 
That the position of superintendent 
of public works should be divorced 
frem the position ¢: convict warden. 

That the county commissioners’ 
board is to be censured for the present 
situation. 

That sole authority in the matter of 
handling prisoners should not be placed 
in the hands of one man.

+ Gay Head, Mass., February 16-—For 
six hours tonight the Fabre Steamship 
r< ompany's liner Roma, with 418 passen- 
fers and a crew of 100, bound from 

Marseilles for Providence and New 
York, was reported in a precarious con- 
| dition on the rocky shoals of No Man’s 
Land. 

Shortly after 106 
was picked up saying vessel had 
floated and was proceeding to Proyt- 
dence. This was confirmed by a late 
message to the naval radio station at 
| New port. Conditions for wigeless work 
| were very poor, and details of the ac- 
‘cident were lacking. But from the mes- 
| Sabes sent by the Roma's radio there 
; Seemed to be no grave concern on th 
part of Captain Combernous for the 
safety of his ship or passengers. 

, The Roma struck on the southerly 

‘side of the bleak little island dur- 

ing a blizzard which at that time was 
| central over Nantucket, a few miles 
away. The gale was from the north- 
least, and later backed into the north- 
lwest, piping up over a mile a minute 
; Fhe direction of the gale, it {is be- 
jlieved, was the salvation of the 
Steamer. Although nothing was esaid 
of how the Roma managed to get free, 
mariners said the northwest gale would 
help blow her off. . 

The Roma was not expected to reach 
Providence before daylight.

In Blinding Snowstorm. 
Assistance was delayed by a blinding 
Snowstorm which, carried on thé wings 
of a i0-mile wind. made navigation in 
the vicinity of the forbidding island ex- 
tremely hazardous. The revenue cut- 
ter Itasca in the western end of Long 
Island sound was first to réspond to 
the distress signals, but had before 
her a hard fight of several hours. The 
revenue cutter Acushnet set out from 
New Bedford at 10 o'clock on an equal- 
difficult trip. 

The Roma was due at Providence 
last Saturday. and after bucking gales 
all the way across the Atlantic, ran 
into a gale that, moving eastward, was 
central tonight off Nantucket. Appar- 
ently the vessel was 20 miles off her 
course, which lies along what is-known 
as the “20-fathom curve,” when she 
brought up on the south shore of8 No 
Man's Land. The direction of the wind 
was her immediate salvation, for few 
vessels have escaped from the rocks 
of the little island with the wind from 
the south, 

Isiand Is Isolated. 

The egg-shaped ‘island with a coast 
line of three miles Hes about eight 
miles south of Gay Head light and ts 
the most isolated place of habitation 
on the Atlantic coast. A single family 
lives there this winter. 

Captain Combernous said 
making his first voyage as master of 
the ship..

Mayson ruled that it would be illegal 
for council to approve warrants in ex- 
cess of thé $175,000 charter fund. Al- 
derman James FR. Nutting raised the 
point when the minority opponents 
of the budget attempted to hold ty 
the comptroliler’s report.

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When Councilman Hall's motion to 
reconsider council’s action in adopting 
the sheet at the last meeting was put 
to a vote Monday afternoon, it was 
defeated by a vote of 12 against 7. 

In a vigorous speech in support of his 
motion to reconsider, Councilman Hall 
charged that a majority of council fa- 
yored amending the sheet.

BACON’S BODY WILL 
LIE IN STATE IN CAPITOL

Washington, February 16.—(Special.) 
Senator Bacon’s public funeral in the 
senaté chamber tomorrow afternoon 
will be an impressive spectacle. Prac- 
tically all the highest officials in Wash- 
ington will be present and do honor to 
the distinguished son of Georgia, who 
now rests in his last sleep. 

President Wilson will be unable to 
attend, as his private physician, Dr. 
Cary T. Grayson, has forbidden him, 
on account of his cold and the prevail- 
ing inclement weather,. to. leave’ the 
white house. The chief justice and 
justices of the supreme court, the pres- 
ident’s cabinet, members of the diplo- 
matic corps, Admiral Dewey, of the 
navy, and Major General Leonard Wood, 
of the army; the secretary and regents 
of the Smithsonian institution and the 
entire membership of the house of rep- 
resentatives will attend>the funeral ex- 
ercises. After.lying in state in the sen- 
ate marble room, the casket containing 
the dead senator will be- rolled into 
the senate chamber at .1 o’clock and 
rest fn the well in front of the vice 
president's desk. Beside ‘it. will be 
seated members of the bereaved family. 
The desk oceupied for many .years by 
Senator Bacon will be Graped jin deep 
black, and all the fiags on Capitol Hill 
will fly at half-mast’- a? a mark of 
mourniny. 

No Music, No Eulogtes. 

Rev. Forrest J. Prettyman, the: chap- 
lain of the senate, will read the Epis- 
copal service over the body, and it will 
then be taken to the-union station for 
transportation to Georgia. There will 
be no music and no eulogies. 

Admission to the senate galleries will 
be by card only.» Qne entire section has 
been set apart for the Georgians in 
Washington, and the cards to this have 
been issued by John MT. Boffeuillet, 
clerk of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations. = ; 

No business has been transacted by 
the senate since the announcement of 
Senator, Bacon’s death was received 
Saturday afternoon. None will be un- 
til Wednesday. Everything in the 
chamber has been put in readiness for 
the funeral tomorrow. 

It is something of a coincidence that 
Senator Bacon’s funeral takes place 
ten years to a day from that of Sena- 
tor Mark Hanna, of Ohio, in the same 
chamber. That of Senator William G. 
Bate, of Tennessee, occurred in March, 
1905. Senator Isham G.. Harris,.of Ten- 
nessee, was also tendered a public fu- 
neral on his death in 1897. These were 
the only public funerals in the senate 
in two decades. It is an honor ac- 
corded only to the elder statesmen who 
have occupied commanding places in 
the senate.

When General Clifford Anderson, 
member of the 1914 public works com- 
mittee of the county commission, was 
seen, late Monday, he had not as yet 
been apprised of the grand jury pre- 
sentment nor had he been told of the 
censure placed on the board by the 
grand jurors. . 

““T of course, have nothing to say,’ he 

declared, “until I have had time to di- 
gest this report. I am not for calling 
a meeting of the commissioners until 
such a time as we are prepared to take 
up the recommendations and admoni- 
tions offered by the grand jury in a 
logical and legal manner.” 

Commissioner Turman declared that 
he believed that a meeting of the coun- 
ty board should be called right away.

Guarantees Business 
Will Not Suffer Loss 


Guaranteeing the federal court that a 
business he and other creditors were 
seeking to place in bankruptcy “will be 
operated under a receiver without 
loss,” and declaring that “if there be a 
loss he would make it good,” was a 
declaration made in papers filed with 
Deputy Clerk Fred Beers, of the 
United States court, yesterday. 

E. J. Spratling, the guarantor, claim- 
ing an obligation amounting to $1,300 
evidenced by a promisory note; R. H. 
Roberts, asserting a $40 debt, an open 
account, and F. B. Green asking forethe 
payment of $2,000, also an open ac- 
count, filed with the clerk a petition 
asking that the Vollmer Manufacturing 
company of Atlanta, a corporation en- 
gaged in manufacturing and repairing 
jewelry, be declared bankrupt and that 
a receiver be appointed to take charge 
of the estate and to carry on the busi- 
ness. 

Judge Newman issued a decree in 
which he recited E. J. Spratling’s guar- 
antee against loss under a receiver 
making Albert Worthing, himself a 
jeweler, receiver under $500 bond. 

“Should the Vollmer Manufacturing 
company be adjudicated a bankrupt,” 
concluded Judge Newman's decree, 
“the said receiver will continue as such 
with the powers herein conferred until 
the appointment and qualification of a 
trustee of the alleged bankrupt’s 
estate,” 

The creditors, in their petition, as- 
sert that the Vollmer Manufacturing 
company committed an act of bank- 
ruptcy about February 1 by paying $56 
to one of its creditors with intent to 
prefer him against all other creditors.

The health commissioner of New York 
city has declared war against the fork that 
stands in a glass in bar rooms and does 
service for spearing free lunch. 

The crusade deserves to succeed if for 
no reason other than that of sheer cleanli- 
ness. 

But there is strong hygienic feature 
to the matter. 

Passed from mouth to mouth, the fork 
is a very successful and impartial spreader 
of disease. 

It would be interesting, if somewhat 
alarming, to know just how many invalids 
can trace their diseage to this source, 

The common fork should go, along with 
the public drinking cup and the common 
towel. 

Medical science has proven the cases 
against all these menaces, and hung out the 
red signal of warning. 


WAGES FOR CONVICTS. 

Texas is about to undertake an experi- 
ment in penology that is likely to attract 
widespread interest. Through an agreement 
between Governor O. B. Colquitt and T. 5. 
Sikes, road commissioner of Smith county, 
fifty convicts will be permitted to work 
roads free of shackles or surveillance and 
the state will pay each $15 a month. Of this 
amount half will go to the penitentiary fund 
and the other. half to the convict individ- 
ually. 

At first glance the innovation will seem 
to add substantially to the outlay of the 
state for penal purposes. The state first is 
charged with the upkeep and housing of the 
convict, amounting in the aggregate to con- 
siderably more than the $15 allotted to him. 
Then to this sum is added the $15, bringing 
the total to a rather formidable amount, all 
things considered. 

But there is another mitigating phase to 
the matter not often regarded, and that is 
the money that will be saved to various com- 
munities of the state in caring for the de- 
pendent families of convicts. Few people 
think of the wife, the children or the de- 
pendents of a man sentenced to prison, or 
estopped from being a producer. His family 
still has to live, and it not infrequently hap- 
pens that the burden of supporting several 
children is beyond the capacity of the wife, 
or those relatives upon whom she feels justi- 
fied in calling for assistance. 

In the face of such a dilemma a drain is 
inevitably made upon the charitable re- 
sources of the community. So that the man 
who goes to jail costs collective society, in 
the long run, much more than his nominal 
board and keep, the cost of his apprehension 
and conviction. If the state gives back to 
his family even a small cash sum it will be 
doing no more than it is now doing indi- 
rectly through private agencies. The effect 
upon the self-respect of the convict is an 
additional factor to be borne in mind. 

We have more confidence in the pay fea- 
ture than in the experiment of leaving des- 
perate men unguarded. Sometimes the hon- 
est desire for penal reform goes too far. It 
is almost inconceivable that among five, not 
to mention fifty, men will not be found sev- 


eral who will not abuse trust. It is needful 
to eradicate cruelty and inhumanity. [It is 
likewise needful to remember that all men 
with criminal tendencies have by no means 
grown wings. Maudlinism should not take 
toll of mercy. .

TRIAL OF 
DAMIENS. 


Robert Francis Damiens met with a horri- 
ble death for having made an attempt on the 
life of Louis XV, king of France in 1757. He 
was the son of a poor laborer of Artois. He 
lived in various menial situations previous 
to the year 1756, when he was taken into 
the service of a Russian merchant then in 
Paris. He boarded with a Mrs. Fortier, and 
on the 6th of January, 1757, he made to 
her the extraordinary request to send for a 
Surgeon to bleed him. The landlady imagin- 
ing he was jesting failed to do so, and when 
confronted by her at his trial he insisted that 
had he been bled, as he desired, he would 
not have committed the crime. 

On the afternoon of this day the king 
went to Versailles to pay a visit to the prin-~ 
cess, and upon leaving her apartments ac- 
companied by the dauphin and the whole 
court, Damiens, who had been lurking in a 
hollow at the bottom of the stairway, rushed 
in among the courtiers, jostled the dauphin, 
and laying hold of his majesty by one shoul- 
der with one hand, with the other he stabbed 
him in the right side. 

The would-be murderer was seized by 
one of the king’s footmen. He committed 
him to the care of the guards. Upon being 
questioned all he would reply was: “Let 
them take care of my lord the dauphin; do 
not let my lord go out for the rest of the 
day.” These words indicated that he had 
accomplices, and he was urged to _ reveal 
them, but Damiens answered that they were 
a great way off by this time. These mys- 
terious remarks caused the guard to put him 
to the torture. Accordingly they placed him 
near a great fire in the guard room, and ap- 
plied red hot tongs to his legs, but it was 
all in vain, for Damiens, instead of revealing 
anything, upbraided the lord-keeper with be- 
ing in a great measure the author of the pub- 
lic troubles, and a betrayer of the rights of 
parliament. 

Damiens was removed from the jail at 
Versailles to the conciergerie in Paris, and 
on Saturday, the 26th of March, he was ex- 
amined for the last time by his judges. A 
number of questions were put to him in which 
he denied intention to kill the king. No wit- 
nesses were called, for the attempt at murder 
was too apparent, and the attorney general 
demanded that Damiens should suffer the 
same kind of death as Francis Ravaillac had 
suffered for the murder of King Henry IV; 
that the house in which he was born should 
be razed to the ground; that no other build- 
ing should ever be on that spot; that his 
father, wife and daughter should quit the 
kingdom, and never return under the pain 
of death; and that his brothers and sisters 
should change their names. The proof be- 
ing clear, the judges agreed to the attorney 
general's demand. 

It was ordered that Damiens should again 
be tortured in the hope that accomplices 
would be revealed. At 7 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of March -28, 1757, he was carried to the 
torture room in his hammock. The recorder 
read the sentence, which Damiens heard 
without showing any emotion, and he was 
then placed on the stool of examination for 
nearly an hour and a half and questioned by 
six commissioners of parliament. His answers 
were indirect and unsatisfactory, whereupon 
he was placed into the brodquin, and, hay- 
ing tightened the ropes with extraordinary 
vigor, Damiens shrieked most hideously. 
Wedge after wedge was applied and the pris- 
oner suffered agonies. When he had been 
two hours and a half under the torture the 
physicians and surgeons declared that he 
could not longer bear it without danger to 
his life and he was untied and laid upon a 
mattress. 

When Damiens’ treason was found in- 
incontestibly evident, orders had been given 
to enclose a space at the grove for the place 
of his execution of about a hundred yards 
square with palisades. In the middle of this 
enclosed area there was a scaffold erected. 

Damiens was carried to this spot from 
the conciergerie, surrounded by soldiers of 
the foot-watch. He declared that his wife 
and daughter were entirely innocent and in 
no way accessories to his crime, and most 
earnestly entreated that they might be used 
with mercy and compassion, and again af- 
firmed that he had neither inciter, accom- 
plice nor associate in what he had done. 

Upon reaching the scaffold he was pin- 
ioned to the floor. First, his right hand, 
with which the stab had been given, was 
burnt in brimstone. He was then pinched all 
over his body with red-hot pinchers, and 
boiling oil, melted wax and rosin were pour- 
ed into all the wounds. After this was done 
the executioner fastened around the crimi- 
nal’s arms, legs and thighs ropes with which 
the horses were to tear these limbs from his 
body. He was finally literally torn to pieces, 
upon which the trunk and dismembered quar- 
ters were thrown on a large blazing pile of 
wood, and after his body was entirely con- 
sumed, his ashes were scattered to the air, 
as was the custom of the period. 


Alaska’s Undeveloped Coal 


Resources. 


(From “Alaska—A Future Empire,” by Ed. 
H. Thomas, in the American Review of 
Reviews for January.) 

There are above 21.000,000 acres of known 
coal Jands in Alaska, with a probability that 
the area is much greater. Of these claimants 
have entered upon 32,000 acres and made 
bona-fide efforts to obtain the title by pay- 
ing in the statutory $10 per acre. Much of 
this money was paid in more than five years 
ago, but only two claims aggregating less 
than a quarter-section of land have passed 
to patent. 

Coal production in 1912 in the United 
States aggregated 634,466,580 tons. Of this 
total Alaska, with its wonderful deposits, 
produced just 355 tons. These figures will 
tell any student of economics precisely what 
is wrong with Alaska. 

Coal is a fundamental domestic and in- 
dustrial necessity. Alaska has the coal, but 
can’t use it. Instead of producing its own 
fuel, the territory imports all that it con- 
sumes. 

In 1912 Alaska’s fisheries produced can- 
ned and mild-cured salmon to the value of 
$16,459,036. The copper mines of the ter- 
ritory yielded a product worth $4,323,031. 
The gold mines produced $17,145,951. There 
was more than $38,000,000 of industrial pro- 
ducts in a single year, and coal was the first 
element in every single dollar of this total. 

Every salmon cannery and fish-curing 
plant uses coal. Every mine, concentrator, 
dredge and steam-thawing plant must have 
fuel to operate. The coal for all these pur- 
poses, and for every domestic purpose as 
well,’ is imported, with coal in inexhausti- 
ble quantities lying all about. 


Boll Weevil Whipped by War 
Of the State Trade Board 


The Mexican boll weevil, that once nearly 
bankrupted Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi, 
is practically whipped so far as Georgia is 
concerned, before it puts a leg over the 
frontier. ‘Practically, not wholly. For to be 
effective the work begun must be continued. 
And mongy is the sinews of war. 

It is very largely the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce that has done the work. It 
has gone down into southwest Georgia, 
where the pest will make its first appear- 
ance, and for months it has taken the news 
of the approaching invasion, with the sure 
means to fight the invasion, to every man, 
woman and child in twenty-three counties. 

Say “boll weevil” to the average south- 
west Georgian and he takes down his gun 
metaphorically speaking and stands on 
guard. For he is armed, equipped, prepared 
—-as the result of one of the most remark- 
able campaigns in the history of Georgia. 

It hasn’t been as spectacular as some of 
the political cat-fights seen in Georgia, but, 
what's vastly more to the point, it has been 
a battle in which brains and persistence 
have been pitted against the deviltry of 
nature. 

Present and future prosperity was the 
take. Brains and persistence have won— 
if the work already done is religiously fol- 
lowed up. 

Some Striking Figures. 

The state chamber on Saturday issued 
from its headquarters in Atlanta a con- 
densed statement of what it has already ac- 
complished in its campaign against the boll 
weevil. The statement shows that for some 
months past the entire threatened territory 
—some twenty-three counties in all—has 
been literally flooded with letters and litera- 
ture, and that practically every man, woman 
and child in this section, warned some time 
ago of the coming of the weevil, has since 
that date had the seriousness of the threat 
impressed upon them day in and day out. 

Here are some of the remarkable figures 
included in the statement: 

46,000 pieces of literature sent out. 

1,100 schoo] teachers sent persona} letters. 

200 preachers also personally communi- 
cated with. 

3,000 small merchants and storekeepers 
sent letters, literature and posters. 

1,000 billboards throughout the territory 
placarded with 6x8-foot posters. 

Hundreds of columns of literature fur- 
nished to the daily and weekly press of the 
territory from the chamber’s headquarters, 
in Atlanta, and canvassers, with horses and 
buggies, sent out among the farmers. 

Magnitude of the Work. 

This, in a nutshell, is what has already 
been accomplished by the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce in its practically single-handed 


fight against the invasion of the insect which 
has in past years wrought such devastation 
in the states west of Georgia, and which. 
will spread its ravages into this state during 
the coming summer. 

In talking of the work of the state cham- 
ber Saturday, President C. J. Haden said: 

“None except those who live in the 
threatened territory can realize the extent 
and thoroughness of the campaign which 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce has Was- 
ed during the past few months. We have 
simply sowed the territory with boll weevil 
literature—matter prepared by the most not-, 
ed experts in the country, including those 
of the national government—and have, in 
addition, written thousands of personal let- 
ters, enlisting the aid of practically every 
school teacher, preacher and storekeeper in 
the twenty-three counties. 

‘It is safe to say that if the coming 
of the boll weevil brings any hardship to & 
single farmer in Georgia this year, it will be 
his own fault, for he has had warning and 
daily reminder that he will be hurt unless 
he makes preparation. 

“Our campaign has been a hard one, espe~ 
cially in view of the fact that we were 
handicapped by the lack of sufficient funds 
to properly conduct the fizht, but we have 
made up for this by hard work. 

“Through the instrumentality of the state 
chamber nearly eleven hundred teachers in 
these twenty-three counties are now c0o- 
operating in stressing the farmers to piant 
less cotton and more food stuffs. The same 
is due with respect to over 200 preachers. 
In addition, three thousand country mer- 
chants and ginners have been lined up. 

“We have held dozens of meetings dur- 
ing the time the campaign has been on, and 
it is safe to say that not one out of five 
issues of the press of that territory has 
failed to contain some reference to the cru- 
sade against the boll weevil. 

“The people of Georgia do not yet realize 
what big things for the state are included 
in the program of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, but what we have done in the 
twenty-three counties of south Georgia in 
the campaign against the boll weevil is a 
good illustration of what the state cham- 
ber hopes to accomplish, and the thorough 
manner jn which it will wo:k for the agri- 
cultural, industrial, commercial and economic 
development of Georgia. 

“We have been badly hampered up to the 
present time by lack of funds to sufficiently 
take care of our whole program, but with 
the prospects now before us, we trust to 
be able to leave the financial side of the 
organization alone at an early date, as well 
cared for, and thus be able to devote our 
full time and energy to the aims and pur- 
poses of the state chamber.”

William Jennings Bryan, owner of an un- 
divided half of the democratic party of this 
nation, was born in Illinois in 1860, and be- 
gan the discussion of politics a few months 
later. At the age of nineteen, he was win- 
ning oratorical contests for Illinois college. 
At the age of twenty-seven, he was address- 
ing a few seething remarks to the republican 
party in Nebraska, from which it has never 
entirely recovered. At the age of thirty-one, 
he began trying out new and deadlier forms 
of oratory upon congress; and at the age of 
thirty-six, he rose in the democratic national 
convention and swept the party into his 
pocket with a few deft words. 

Mr. Bryan ran for president that year, 
a habit of which he has only recently and 
with the greatest difficulty broken himself. 
He was almost the first presidential candi- 
date to run for the office instead of sitting 
on his front porch and receiving the homage 
of his party. When Mr. Bryan runs for 
president he does not do so in an easy chair. 
He climbs onto the back platform of a train 
and for months afterwards section hands 
along his line of march pick large reverbera- 
ting words out of the surrounding scenery. 
Mr. Bryan holds the long distance record for 
oratory, having often spoken for 1,000 miles 
at a stretch, with only short pauses be- 
tween stations. 

Mr. Bryan is now fifty-four years old. He 
is a short, heavy-set man with a wide gauge 
face and a forehead which extends well 
down the other side of his dome of reason. 
He wears his remaining hair long and dark 
and is not addicted to whiskers. He is a 
plainly dressed man with plain unvarnished 
ways and half the people of the west have 
talked with him at one time or another on 
the local trains on which he has spent so 
much of his life.

In the interest of a national park, 
similar to the Yosemite and Yellow- 
stone parks, to be established in the 
lachian mountains, George &. Powell, 
lachion mountains, George 8S. Powell, 
of Asheville, N. C., secretary of the 
Appalachian Park association, is now 
in Atlanta conferring with leading 
business men and members of the At- 


lanta Chamber of Commerce. 

Robert F. Maddox, vice president of 
the American National bank, will pre- 
sent the matter to the chamber of 
commerce in the near future and ask 
the support of that body for the move- 
ment. Mr. Maddox is one of the direc- 
tors of the association. 

“Already,” says Mr. 
movement has gained 
throughout the south. 

“The men back of this movement 
believe that it would prove a great 
benefit to the nation at large and to 
the south in particular, if this park 
could be established.
